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INTRODUCTION 


The papers of the Lloyd family of Lloyd’s Neck, New 
York, were presented to The New-York Historical So- 
ciety on January 2, 1895, by Charlotte Lloyd (Higbee) 
Schmidt, a descendant in the sixth generation of James 
Lloyd, first lord of the Manor of Queens Village. This 
gift was made shortly after the death of Henry Lloyd IV, 
the last descendant of the Lloyd’s Neck family to bear 
the family name. The manuscripts, arranged in approxi- 
mately chronological order, are bound together in five 
volumes. The original manorial patent from Governor 
Dongan, on parchment, is in a separate cover. A vellum- 
bound book, marked I:LL, contains copies by the first 
James Lloyd, and his son Henry, of important documents 
and accounts relative to Lloyd’s Neck and the Manor, 
and at the back of the book, genealogical data added by 
John Nelson Lloyd and Henry Lloyd IV. From the 
vellum-bound book are copied the maps of Lloyd’s Neck 
and Fort Neck, facing pages 66 and 92 post, and docu- 
ments the originals of which are not preserved among 
the other manuscripts. All the documents and letters in 
the collection are printed herewith, except a few unim- 
portant bonds, in the stereotyped form, and about thirty 
pages of copies of receipts, dated 1781 and 1782, for money 
paid by Wadsworth and Carter, through John Lloyd II, 
on account of transportation, forage, corn, and cattle fur- 
nished the French Army when it was in Connecticut. 

The history of Lloyd’s Neck has been recorded by the 
Reverend Melancthon Lloyd Woolsey in The Lloyd 
Manor of Queens Village, an address delivered at the 
eleventh annual meeting of the New York branch of The 
Order of Colonial Lords of Manors in America, held in 
the City of New York, April 27th, 1923 (Baltimore, 
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1925, pp. 37). In the pamphlet are reproduced: photo- 
graphs of the Dongan patent, and two deeds; the first, 
and second or present, manor houses; several family por- 
traits (see post page 880); the Lloyd coat of arms; and 
two maps, one of Lloyd’s Neck during the Revolution, 
showing the British fort on the western side, the other 
showing the division of the Neck in 1764 among Henry 
Lloyd’s four sons, and a subdivision in 1809. Mrs. Char- 
lotte Lloyd (Higbee) Schmidt included a sketch of Lloyd’s 
Neck in her Memoranda concerning Lloyd’s Neck and the 
Lloyd Family, a pamphlet privately printed in 1884, 
which is chiefly of genealogical interest. 

The Lloyd papers are valuable to students of legal, 
social, and economic history. The deeds, disclaimers, 
wills, court proceedings and lawyers’ opinions throw light 
on colonial forms and procedure, married woman’s prop- 
erty, trespass, tenancy in common and by survivorship, 
and other technical points. The conveyances at the be- 
ginning of the first volume trace the steps by which James 
Lloyd, the founder of the family in America, became pos- 
sessed of all Lloyd’s Neck, an attractive wooded peninsula 
of about three thousand acres, on the north shore of Long 
Island, between Cold Spring Harbor and Huntington 
Bay. In 1686, at James Lloyd’s request, Lloyd’s Neck 
was erected into the Manor of Queens Village, by patent 
from Governor Dongan. Shares of the Fort Neck meadows, 
on the south side of Long Island, at Massapequa, were in- 
cluded in the Manor, until they were sold to Thomas 
Jones in 1713, and to David Jones in 1718. The Manor 
was considered a political entity by the Supervisors of 
Queens County in the assessment and collection of taxes, 
and the Lloyds paid an annual quitrent for their manorial 
rights. There is no evidence in these papers, however, 
that James Lloyd or his successors ever exercised either 
the manorial privilege of holding court leet and court 
baron, or authority other than that of any large land- 
owners. 

The letters are principally the correspondence of the 
two men most closely associated with Lloyd’s Neck, Henry 
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Lloyd I (1685-1763), second lord of the Manor, and his 
grandson, John Lloyd II (1745-1792), who, by purchasing 
and inheriting the shares of his uncles Henry and Joseph, 
became possessed of the western half of the Neck. Be- 
cause of family connections and the facilities of water 
transportation, the correspondence and social and busi- 
ness intercourse of the Lloyds of Queens Village were 
almost exclusively with New England, chiefly with Bos- 
ton and Stamford. The letters give an intimate and 
pleasant picture of family and social life in colonial New 
England and Long Island. James Lloyd I managed the 
Lloyd’s Neck estate from Boston, through agents, but 
after 1711, Henry Lloyd and his successors lived with 
their slaves and tenants on the Manor, which, as regards 
the necessities of life, was a self-sufficient community, 
raising wheat, rye, and corn; vegetables and fruits; cattle, 
sheep, swine, and horses. The trees on the Neck were 
recognized as its chief source of wealth, and cord wood 
and timber were cut sparingly and with care not to de- 
tract from future profits. The Lloyds were good agricul- 
turists, actively concerned in grafting fruit trees, improv- 
ing the breeds of their horses and cattle, and in conserv- 
ing and enriching the soil by rotation of crops and the 
use of fertilizers. 

As the Lloyds were leaders in founding and supporting 
St. John’s Protestant Episcopal Church in Huntington, 
their papers include many letters and deeds of great im- 
portance in the early history of that church. 

The Long Island Historical Society owns six account 
books of Henry Lloyd I, for the years 1707 to 1745, which 
supplement these volumes, with details of Henry Lloyd’s 
life and the management of the Lloyd’s Neck estate. 
They include records of his early mercantile adventures, 
receipts of rent from tenants on the Neck, payments for 
his children’s schooling, and the cost in 1722 of building 
his mansion, barn, granaries, and dairy. The extent and 
progress of his agricultural activities may be followed in 
careful inventories of the number and value of his live- 
stock, in entries of the amount of wool from his sheep 
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and the prices obtained for his farm products, and the 
detailed record of graftings on fruit trees. 

The Lloyd papers are printed in chronological order. 
They are original documents signed and autograph let- 
ters signed, except where otherwise noted. To facilitate 
reading, to preclude misinterpretation by those unfamiliar 
with early usages, and to avoid making special fonts, most 
abbreviated words are printed in full, and symbols, such 
as & and y, are interpreted as their writers intended, as 
per and th, except the ampersand. The volumes are 
paged consecutively, and the analytical index for both 
is at the end of the second volume. References for genea- 
logical footnotes may be found in the appendix. The first 
names of captains and the names of their vessels, given 
in footnotes, were gleaned from a study of customs house 
entries and departures, printed in contemporary Boston 
and New York newspapers. 

The first member of the Lloyd’s Neck family in America 
to bear a given name is referred to in the letter headings 
as James, Henry, or John. Later Lloyds bearing the same 
Christian name are distinguished by Roman numerals, 
as James II and Henry III, according to the numbering 
shown on the chart, page 878. Relationships of mem- 
bers of the family, by blood and by marriage, are ex- 
plained in the appendix, volume II, pages 879 ff.

The Plaintiff declares upon an action of Trespass for 
that the Defendants have given him unjust molestation 
in the possession of a certain parcell of land commonly 
called Horse Neck to his Damage &ca whereupon he 
brings this Suit—To prove his Title the Plaintiff pro- 
duces a bill of Sale of the said land from Richard Russell 
& Nicholas Davison who were appointed by the general 
Court, at Boston to Administer upon all the Estate both 
real & personall of Samuel Andrews who died intestate 
at Charlestowne in New England The Plaintiff proves 
the purchase of the said Neck of Land for a valuable 
Consideration by Samuel Andrews from Daniel White- 
head who was the first purchaser thereof from the Natives 
September 20. 1664 (should be 1654) 

After that Samuell Andrews had made his purchase 
from Daniel Whitehead he obtained a Confirmation 
thereof from the Grand Sachem Wyandance which was 
produced. Nathaniel Sylvester declared in Court that 
he is a Witness to the Confirmation & that he disburst 
the pay for it at the request of Mr Andrews 

Richard Woodhull Sworn in Court Saith he accom- 
panied Samuell Andrews & Daniel Whitehead to Shelter 
Island where the Grand Sachem met them and confirmed 
the Same & that returning homeward he met one John 
Gosby of Huntington who said he was employed by the 
Town to purchase the said Neck of the Sachem for their 
Towne, but hearing of the said Confirmation he said he 
was come too late & So returned homeward. John 
Scudder (not Sworne) declares in Court That he being 
then an inhabitant of the Town of Huntington knoweth 
that Mr. John Gosby was so employed by them & that 
he returned with the answer that he went too late 

Capt John Underhill Sworne Saith That he then liveing 
at Southold Mr Andrews came & told him he was going 
to get Horse Neck confirmed by the Sachem, returning 
he called on him again & Said he had done his business 
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and that a while after John Gosby comeing to him told 
him what he came about but was come too late. The 
Attorney for the Plaintiff pleaded likewise a Verdict 
obtain’d by the Plaintiff at the General meeting held 
before the Governor at Hampstead in the beginning of 
March 1664 whereupon he had judgment given for him 
against John Concklin who Sued for the Same land in 
the behalfe of his Wife & Some Orphans «& had an order 
for Possession accordingly 

Mr Leveridge attorney for the Defendants in answer 
to the Plaintiffs Declaration denies the unjust Molesta- 
_ tion pretends the want of timely benefit of the Declara- 
tion & alledges that the judgment & order at the General 
meeting at. Hempstead concerned only Concklins pre- 
tences, not theirs. He argues the Defendants Title to 
Horse Neck to be more valid as being more antient than 
the plaintiffs He produces an assignment from the In- 
habitants of Oysterbay of all their right to their lands at 
Huntington &ca bearing date the 2d April 1653 wherein 
he saith Horse Neck is included, thro not by name men- 
tioned as not being excepted & that it comes within their 
line for proof hereof two depositions are read in Court 
The one from Thos Benedict Sworne before Justice Den- 
ton the other from John Corce Sworne before John 
Strickling (who lives out of the Government) They 
are both to this purpose That after the first purchasers 
had sold their lands to those of Huntington Some of them 
bethought themselves of Horse Neck & desired that they 
might have half of it & if not the one half then that they 
might have liberty to put their Horses on it but both 
were. denied them. 

Mr Leveredge alledges that this desire of the first 
purchasers after their resignation implyes That they were 
Sensible that they had parted with their right he likewise 
pleads possession of the said Neck near double four years 
without any Legal demand or just molestation. The 
Attorney for the Plaintiff offers to prove that Horse Neck 
was not included in the resignation made by the first 
purchasers. Daniel Whitehead one of the first purchasers 
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of the lands at Oysterbay & Huntington not admitted to 
take his Oath it being alledged he was a party declared 
that Horse Neck did never belong to either of the Towns 
it being reserved by the Indians at their first Sale for 
Hunting and that Mr Leveredge being told by a Chief 
Sachem he writt to the said Daniel Whitehead to buy it, 
otherwise he should not come to live at Huntington. 
Robert Williams not Sworne one of the first purchasers 
Declares That Horse Neck was excepted by the Indians 
in their first Sale, as reserved for their Hunting, so 
Oysterbay could not resigne what they had not. He saith 
moreover That they being Sensible of their want of Title 
to the said Neck he Strook a bargain with an Indian for 
it & delivered him a Coat in part of payment but the 
Indian comeing no more he could not goe through with 
his bargain which afterward Daniel Whitehead did 
performe 


(Deposition) Richard Holbrook another of the first 
purchasers deposeth to the Indians reserveing Horse 
Neck when they bought their lands at Oysterbay &

Nicholas Wright Sworne in Court declareth the Same 
& that he knew that Mr Leveredge wrote a letter about 
the purchase of it 


As to the possession the attorney for the Plaintiff 
declares That the Plaintiff had possession given him by 
an order at the General Meeting at Hempstead before 
which he knew not where to have recourse for Law or 
Justice 


The attorney for the Defendants objects against the 
takeing possession by the Plaintiff to be legal, it being 
not done by the Sheriff by virtue of an Hjectione firma 
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He finds a difference in the Oathes Depositions & 
Attestations made for the Plaintiff some calling that 
which Mr Andrews purchased at Shelter Island a Con- 
firmation others a Sale and he questions the Sachem 
Wyandances power to do either 


The Attorney for the Plaintiff alledges that notwith- 
standing Mr Leveredges questioning Wyandances power, 
yet the Town of Huntington would have purchased 
Horseneck of him & had a Confirmation of their lands 
from him likewise which was then allowed of by them 


After a long debate of the Cause on both parts, it was 
referred to the Jury who the next morning being Septem- 
ber 29: brought in their verdict as followeth Vizt 

That upon Serious Consideration of the Cause depend- 
ing between Mr. Richbell & the Town of Huntington 
weighing all the Evidences we find for the Defendants 
we finding that the Ancient Deed is the right of the 
Town of Huntington wherein we find by the bounds of 
Huntingtons Deed & by the Evidence That Horse Neck 
(which is in Controversy) lyeth within the bounds of 
Huntington Deed except further light can be made ap- 
pear unto us by the Honored Governor & Councill and 
that the Plaintiff Shall pay all cost & charges depending 
upon this Suit. The Plaintiff appeal’d from the Verdict 
to the Governor & Councill who together with the rest 
of the Bench takeing the Equity of the case into con- 
sideration made this following Difinitive Decree Vizt

The Value of Fort Neck Meadows 
[Written by James Lloyd in the vellum book of deeds, page 52] 


Here follows Records & things relateing to Fort Neck 
of Meadow which lyeth in the Towneshipe of Oyster Bay 
on the South Side of Long Island against Hempstead 
Plaine somewhat to the Estward of the midle of said 
Plaine. The Cart way therto from Oyster Bay goes Cros 
the Plaine all good way & is about 16 miles from Oyster 
Bay and about 18 miles from Huntington wher hay may 
be Carted but the usuall & best way is to drive their Catle 
to the south & winter them ther paying a herdsman 
about 12 d. per head a winter in mony. 

This meadow is of very great vallue & soe may increase 
the most of any land on Long Island; by reason that 
formerly the Plaines did yeald vast Quantityes of hay To 
Hempstead a towne in the midle therof, Huntington 
Oyster Bay, Jerrico, Musketacove & all the Plantations 
westward as far as Flushing; but of late persons inhabitt 
verry much by the sides of Hempstead Plaines & their 
Catle feed downe the Plaine that ther is noe moweing 
& haveing litle or noe meadow on the north side of Long 
Island, they must all depend upon the south meadows 
which is not sufficient for all that want itt. Hempstead 
Towne in Perticular had much dependance upon Rocco- 
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way neck which lyeth on south side and is taken from 
the towne; the which will increase said meadows vallue. 
Anno: 1687 being with a Credible Person of Hempstead 
discoursing the vallue of Fort Neck, he told me that he 
had bought 121% accres of meadow att south not far from 
the fort Neck Cost him forty Pounds in mony and asked 
me if I would sell after the rate of thre pounds tenn 
shillings an accre in mony seeming desireous to buy. as 
I knew him to want meadow, waved his discourse well 
knowing itt to be of greater vallue & dayly riseing for the 
Reasons aforsaid. 

The Fort Neck meadow is accompted the best upon 
Long Island & afords burthens of Grass to admiration 
of which Part of the Neck mine is much better then 
Simon Coopers one third

I paid 
for so many shee had them not att at one time shee had 
2 pair in October 1695 In June 1696 is'2 pair more and 
afterwards 2 pair more and as I remember shee Carried 
some to Boston. The money shee had was for her 
Charges on the Road 2 pieces at a time 

The ballance due to me was stated by Mr Lloyds owne 
booke and the account under his owne writing in the 
spring of the yeare 1693. and the account was made up 
and he fell in my debt. Our dealings since was not much 
is cleared by his bookes and my payments, all which are 
cleare and faire, so far as Mr Lloyd and I accounted, and 
will stand good I have a great many more such accounts 
made up all with Mr Lloyds handwriting for we allwayes 
accounted once a yeare if not twice. Our dealings after 
we had accounted stands faire and perspicuous for 
my Charge of £40 towards their diet, let them abate what 
in reason is meet, tho’ I believe it might cost me so much, 
for Mrs Brookhoven had more money of me than is 
brought in to the account considering Capt Clarkes 
£16.20sh is taken out of her account. What my Son 
bought in London was by Mr. Lloyds order and also the 
Copy of Constant Sylvesters will, which was for Giles 
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Sylvester and he saies he paid Mr Lloyd_for it. Mr Lloyd 
gave my Son some money towards payment, which the 
estate hath credit for 

The 4.16.6 was paid in London by Mr Page in proving 
the will in the Bishops Court. The light pieces of % 
Capt Clarke gives credit for them in his account. The 
£7.10 Mr Lloyd received of Mr Nelson as may be seene 
in his booke. Henry Lloyd and Peleg Sanford sent an 
adventure to England. The Returnes came when Peleg 
lay sick and died. Henry Lloyd sold them without my 
knowledge for £16 which he should not have don but 
divided them. I went to Boston to prove the wil but 
meeting with opposition from Mrs Lloyd I could not 
doe it. I returned home and came again, and then did 
effect it after severall daies staying there. In the Spring 
I went againe and spent 5 weekes in searching the papers 
and bookes, for my two last journeys I did beare my owne 
charge, which is hard and unusual, and I suppose they 
will allow my necessary expences. I expect to get nothing 
but trouble for my good will. for the £9.7.6 paid Mrs 
Scot for the Childrens board I have receit for, is some- 
where in the little red trunke at Mrs Rankin

& Possessor of Horse Neck & a fifth part of the South 
Meadows belonging to Oysterbay on Long Island in the 
Government of New Yorke in America, as also of Several 
other parcells of Land in said Oysterbay Viz A Messuage 
Tenement or Dwelling house wherein said Richbell dwelt, 
with Two Gardens One Orchard, Three Lotts of Land, 
One Swamp & a piece of Salt Meadow containing in all 
Twenty Acres more or less, with three Lotts of Meadow 
thereto belonging, One Lot of cleared land containing 
Five acres, One Lott of unclear’d land containing Five 
Acres with a Share of Meadow at the Home Town 
Meadow, One Share of Meadow at Mattinicock & half a 
Share of Meadow at the South, One piece of Land con- 
taining Fourty Acres being the point of Cove Neck & one 
fiveteenth part of the remainder of Cove Neck & one 
Share or Lott of Hogg Island with all rights in Oysterbay 
(excepting two Lotts of Land) Did by Deeds under his 
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hand & Seal Sell & convey the same To Nathaniel Syl- 
vester of Shelter Island, Thos.

Mr John Eastwicke Sir 

I have received yours of 11th March last &ca. I am 
glad by this opportunity to give you notice that I have 
from Mr Lloyd letters of the 14 & from Mr Vallete of 
the 16 March, wherein they both desire my interposition 
with you in reference to your intended prosecution of the 
Law Suit between Mr Lloyd & your selfe. Sometime 
formerly Mr Lloyd sent his case at Large to Mr Brinley 
not only for his advice but to have him send it to 
England Mr Brinley to discharge himselfe from trouble 
sent all his papers & pleas as had been stated by his 
Lawyers at N Yorke to be forwarded to England as also 
to take the advice of one Mr Auchmuty, a Lawyer lately 
arrived here with our new Governor who passes with all 
to be very able in his profession &ca I must confess I 
was much Surprized to see his opinion to conforme so 
exactly with the Gentlemen of Yorke in all points with- 
out any conference or acquaintance of persons, so that 
altho’ I had resolv’d never any wayes to engage myselfe 
in this affair both because of the relation I stand in with 
Mr Lloyd as also as I am an executor to your fathers 
will, which I think is our duty as such to maintain & 
uphold and for which reason I avoided intermedling tho’ 
you formerly desired it But Since things are brought to 
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this height & that I foresee a fatall & perpetual breach 
will unavoidably happen, besides the laying yourselves 
open to the prey & rapin of Lawyers, I thought it might 
be seasonable & necessary to interpose my private advice 
to you. wherei[n] I can take God to be the Witness of 
my sincerity & that I am no ways byassed by the relation 
I stand in with Mr Lloyd but do & have done what lyes 
in me that the will should have been performed according 
to the genuine intention of your father &ca but for 
[illegible] found such & so many Essentiall defects in 
the Will as may defeat the purport of it in favor of the 
heir at Law, I am afraid that if you persist in rejecting 
what he offers you may do yourselfe an irreparable 
damage. Mr Lloyd writes me that the difference as to 
the Sum is but 100 £ that he offers 700 £ Vizt 200 down 
200 more by a bond of Mr Nicoll which I esteem of equal 
value to present payment, the other 300 £ tho’ he de- 
mands four years term of payment, I should think reason- 
able & hope he may be prevailed with to perform in less 
space, & if you think fitting shall press him upon that 
head. I doe pray & doe hope, you will make due & 
serious reflections on what I write for I am well assured 
that there are in your title as grounded on the Will & 
the Conveyance to & from Mr Palmer, such defects as 
does render your matters very doubtfull & tho’ your 
Issue should be more favourable then I am able to see 
through, yet the time charge and trouble that you must 
undergo will render the event very disagreeable, both to

Yours [to] Mr. Nelson is before me, to which I 
answer and give you this account That in the yeare 1654 
I first went to Shelter Island, and stayed there one twelve 
month. Mr Booth being then there, and a partner in 
said Island but falling short in his payment according to 
his due proportion, Capt Sylvester and he agreed, after- 
wards, and Sylvester bought said Booth out paid him 
some money, and surrendred up to him another Island 
in said Bay purchased with said Shelter Island containing 
about 500 acres and then called by the name of Robbins 
Island to hold during his life and his eldest sons life, and 
they possessed it accordingly and after both their deaths, 
returned to the Sylvesters &c againe 
All the writings Capt Sylvester had, he showed me, 
and I read them over and agrees with what you write, 
and something more, as to setling said place. Capt Ben- 
jamin Middleton, son of Capt Thosmas Middleton after 
his fathers death, and Capt Sylvester’s death came into 
this countrey and was at my house, and told us he had 
a right to part of Shelter Island and could lay a claime 
thereto, and hired a sloope of me, and went thither, as I 
remember, and had discourse with Giles Sylvester, if I 
mistake not, and told me he intended not to give them 
any molestation is about 30 yeares agoe. I would faine 
have bought 1000 acres of land there, but both Mr 
Constant Sylvester in Barbados and Capt N. Sylvester 
gave me one and the same answer, it was not to be sold 
In Giles Sylvesters daies, he brought a chest to me, nailed 
up and desired me to keep it. I sent it to Providence 
for safety, after his death I delivered it to Mr Nicoll, 
supposing the writings of setling Shelter Island were 
therin As to your little note sent me, What I have 
lies in Boston—I should be glad to see you here, but we 
are at present infested with pirates, as they say. The 
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best way is to goe to Southhold and from thence hither 
by land 5 

My opinion concerning Mr Eastwicks right is, that you 
had better to buy him out than to goe to law, altho’ you 
doe put yourself so streight. The law is very costly and 
the trouble very great, in setling his part, if he holds it, 
by agreement with you. When the neck is entirely your 
own its an extraordinary seat, such another hardly to 
be had 

Capt Sylvester told me that his brother Constant had 
bought Capt Middletons quarter part of Shelter Island, 
and had paid him money for it. Middleton being in his 
debt, but had not paid the whole, and had no deed for 
it, they allway being great friends like two brothers. 
Constants widow being her husbands Executrix was 
bound in law to pay her husbands debt could not in law 
take a conveyance to her own use. Coke saies In all 
cases you must goe back to the foundations, which is the 
ground worke of the case. The Executrix only paid the 
debt was contracted by the Testator, and is no otherwise 
concerned 

[Illegible] and heir of Thomas Middleton, lease and 
release but you say not to whom the lease &c was made, 
if made to Constant Sylvester in his life time &c the 
case is cleare If Capt Thomas Middleton, the vendor, 
died before Mr Constant Sylvester the vendee, and the 
vendee had no legall conveyance, altho’ some payment 
was yet owing, yet if the heir comes in and makes a lease 
and release to said Constant Sylvester & his heirs, is a 
confirmation of the bargain made by his father, and Mr

New York Nov: 17th 1724 
Mr Lloyd Sir 
You Informe me in Your last letter Dated the 9th 
Instant, that Your Brother advises You that I had the 
Disposal of part of the first Cargo. he Informes You right, 
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but I find Mrs Lloyd has not been so kind as to acquaint 
him how the money arrising from it was Disposed of, 
which she might easily have done, for I gave her in the 
Account some time before she went off; But Indeed 
the other day looking among some papers, I found not 
only this but several other Accounts she sent to my 
House the Day she went off, for what reasons I may 
perhaps guess, but sha’n’t Venture to Determine. 

You likewise mention a Trunk of Linnens that Mr 
Lloyd sent over (you say) on purpose to Discharge the 
Bonds. I doe Assure You that I was so farr from know- 
ing what his Intentions were in that affair, that I never 
so much as saw them. I only know that Mrs Kiersted 
and some others took them for Debts, of which Mr 
Tothill can Informe You more particularly, for he did 
most of her Business, whilest here. 

As to what Debts are outstanding I beleive they are 
not Sufficint to Discharge the Bond I am Ingaged for. 

By Your letter Mrs Lloyd has certainly done me a 
great deal of Injustice, in representing matters after that 
manner to Your Brother, but hold this is too nice & 
Tender a Point for me to handle; but however I think 
Mr Lloyd has had Sufficient Demonstrations of my 
Friendship to beleive it just, sincear & real. 

I told Your Sister (when Mr Chambers drew the 
Power) that you were Desirous of being made an attorny 
Joynly with me. she said there was no necessity for it, 
so I was mentioned alone. Inclosed I send you the ac- 
count of what I had the Disposall off. its the very same 
I gav[e] Mrs Lloyd, by which You find the Ballance 
£8. .6..33 In my favour of which I have not Yet re- 
ceived a farthing and the other Day I advanced nine 
Pounds more for him. I gave Your Brother By the 
Beaver an account of the State of his Affairs here in as 
Ample a manner as I coud, and I intend by Capt 
Downing who sails in ten Day’s for London to send him 
what other accounts Mrs Lloyd left in my hands. The 
Samuel is just come in from London & I beleive will 
Return in about three weeks.

This is wrote in behalf of your Sister Lloyd who has 
received yours, which was inclosed to me, by the Beaver. 
She now Sends you a Letter of Attorney that you may 
solely manage her Affairs in New York and not let them 
be under the direction of so many persons. And as she 
takes notice of what you write concerning her Negroes, 
that the People to whom they are hired out bring the 
Charges for their Clothing upon a par with their Wages, 
so she also fears the familiar Management and Carriage 
wherwith such servants are treated amongst the Dutch 
will spoil them, She desireth You would take them all 
home to your house where she hopes their Work will 
compensate for their Maintenance and if it over doth 
she had rather you, than any other should have some 
Advantage by them, seeing none will accrue to her by 
their hire; And she desires you to keep them there with 
you till you hear farther from her or see her again, for 
she intends if she can in any manner get her Brother 
Col: Ely’s consent, to return to those parts again. But 
the Negro Man Jack who is a Butcher is to remain in 
York as he is now, that is to pay his Mistress 12 £ per 
annum and find himself in all things. There is a large 
hair Trunk with quilts & blankets at Mrs Smiths, and 
Mrs Orgils Picture and a smal Table at Mrs Whites which 
your Sister values much that you are also desired to 
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take home. As to what you write concerning the Money 
for which you were bound for your Brother, She will 
in no manner consent to the Selling any of her Slaves as 
you advise, but in order to discharge that and all other 
has husbands debts, she will ship by the first Spring Ships 
50 £ Sterling which she hopes will be sufficient thereto: 
considering there is some debts due to him of which you 
already know: Your Sister will write you her self Per- 
ticularly [in the] Spring, till which time, She with her 
little ones desire to give you their Love and respects, and 
are all well except Jonney who is ill of afeavour. I write 
you myself by this opportunity so shall say nothing here 
only my Sincere love to You, My Sister who I suppose I 
may by this congratulate upon her safe delivery, and 
to all your dear Children.

In January last, per Capt. Wilson,’ at the desire of 
Your Sister Mrs Lloyd I wrote you a Letter relating to 
her Affairs in N: York wherin in perticular was men- 
tioned her Intentions to Ship you Fifty pounds Sterling 
in order to pay her Husbands Debts in those parts. But 
now, as She hath met with considerable Disappointments 
and Losses in the remittances of the income of her Estate 
from Jamaica, having eight Hhgds. of Sugar intirely lost 
without any Insurance, and three more quite washed out 
of the Casks by reason of the leakiness of the Vessel in 
which they were Shipt, besides 15 lb. of Piemento and 
having also some incumberances here upon her Husbands 
Account, so She desireth me now again to inform you, 
that she cannot possibly by reason of these aforesaid 
losses make you the remittance proposed in the former 
Letter, but that she hath wrote about a Month since to 
her Brother Col. Ely ordering him to send you such a 
Sufficient Quantity of Rum and Melosses from Jamaica 
as may fully satisfie all Creditors but perticularly that 
Bond of Beekmans for which you are bound, And in case 
those goods should not Arrive so soon as the Bond is due, 
She desireth it may remain upon Interest, and that at a 
higher Rate, if he will not be Satisfied without, till such 
time as you shall receive Sufficient to discharge it 

Your Sister also desireth you would make a perticular 
Inquiry about the following Affair. There is a Man 
who liveth on Long Island near the Ferry, whose name 
she hath forgot, who owed Mr Lloyd Thirty odd pounds 
and when Mr Jerry Tathill went to him for the Money 
he affirmed that he had payed the Money to Mr Antill 
and more over shewed Mr Antils receipt therfor, but 
on the Contrary Mr Antill Denyeth that he ever received 
the Money of him or ever gave him a receipt so that there

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must be some Juggle or deceipt on one Side or other, 
wherfor you are desired to search into the Affair as nar- 
rowly as you can in order to find it out, and Mr Jerry 
Tothill will be your Assistant and set you right both 
as to the Mans Name and as to the Summ. Mr Worsam 
died about 4 Months since, which I suppose is no news 
to you by this time. here is a generall talk of a War 
here amongst the Trading part of the World which has 
very much affected the Stocks especially the South Sea 
Stock which has fallen in six weeks time from 124 to 104 
which is 20 per Cent. But the Courtiers and Statesmen 
at the other end of the Town say they do not apprehend 
anything of War for they do not Judge the parties which 
are to engage against the Treaty lately concluded at 
Hanover are in any Capacity to maintain a War against 
those that are for it unless this Young King of France 
should change sides and engage with them against it; 
however that We may be in readiness in case of any 
rupture the Government has ordered two Squadrons of 
Ships, one is to remain here the other to be at Jamaica, 
so that here is a press for the manning them. I shal not 
write more upon this for I suppose you will here what- 
soever is new from our publick papers which daily go to 
New York. Your Sister and Children are all well and

contents of em all Iam sorry You & Your Son seem both 
discouraged because his essay to Setle a trade does not 
succeed at first If there be a demand for goods at Your 
place & sutable returns to be boght certainly it may be 
more conveniently & with less charge carried on by you 
then by any Stranger or transient person & tho Your 
Sons trading Stock be not great Yet if he can make 
payments half in 6 Months & the whole within the Year 
I doubt not but he may have full credit at Boston. 

I am obledged to you for the pains you took to inform 
me of the circumstances of J Niblow I believe the man 
is honest but has no setlment & he that trusts him con- 
siderable injures his life. I observe in yours of April & 
May that you have had some offers for your Mannor 
which if you can dispose to your Satisfaction You raise 
our hopes of Seeing you & your family here. I have not 
seen Our Father Nelson Since I had your said letter but 
shal desire him to give you his thoughts on this important 
affair. I am a Stranger to your Scituation but so far 
as I have heard ther’s nothing in this Government com- 
parable to it Our Brother Hubbard has purchased Mr 
Byfields farm at Papasquath & he talks of disposing his 
of Green Lodge. Mr Ushers farm is a very fine one 
within four Miles of Charlestown ferry Contains about 
550 Acres upland & Marsh a Good Mansion house & a 
farm house on it & nigh 1000 lb of wood on it he values 
it at 20 lb per Acre but the Gentleman is much Super- 
annual & with difficulty to be conversed with, but the 
same is deeply mortgaged which are threatned to be sued 
out if not sold before. You cannot expect any person 
to choos for you Were you here in Boston for some time 
your time wold not be lost Your own fancy will best 
determine your choice for theres no room to doubt but 
you may have the offer of several places worth improve- 
ment in a very litle time 

You seem to be discoraged from the uncertain & Sink- 
ing credit of our bills of credit Indeed our Government 
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have not had much thought of keeping up their credit but 
as they are restrained by orders from home from coining 
any more save for the necessary charges of the Govern- 
ment & those bills on loan are daily coming in, its hoped 
the scarcity will raise their value & restore their credit. 

I am oblidged to you that you design Your Son John 
to gain some insight in trade & business under my care 
I should be proud of that care were my business sufficient 
to imploy him. of late my affairs have been unsuccesful 
and at present I have litle to doe However if you please 
to send your son on tryal & your proposals. If my 
business doe not allow me entertain & imploy him, You 
may be assured of my best endeavours in concert with 
Your father & friends to recommend him to better

I can 
make no use of [torn] must rest as they were, only I 
have desired Mr Antill who is removed into the [torn] 
to send me Aurelia. he allows nothing for her & I can 
forward her here in spinning which if you settle in N York 
you will find beneficial, if not after a little time she will 
earn considerable here & be under my care & will Require 
less expence of clothing then in N York & be most for 
your profit. The last year when I wrote my brother I 
sent as Nigh as I could guess an account how affairs stood 
here & then expected to have received from Mr Antill 
an account of the goods per the Beaver after Mr Smith 
paid something considerable towards paying Beekman 
but never could get one farthing nor account whereby I 
might govern my selfe till his going into the Jerseys 
he left me 6 pieces of the Calico at my request which 
remain’d unsold & he had offered at 40/ in N Y but 
could not get it. What Mr Antill has done with the 
produce of those Goods I know not Smith is not fully 
paid there is yet £25 due to him which to my surprise 
I find by a letter from Mr Vallete who is security for 
the payment & by direction from Mr Antill requires me 
to discharge it for that the bond will be forthwith put 
in Suit. So that I not only am disappointed of what I 
expected but find the Debt to Mr Smith not discharged, 
so that I shall want the whole sum due to Beekman

It gives me no small 
uneasiness to be informed by your letter that you are 
like to meet with trouble from Mr Smith on my Brothers 
account since I have nothing in hand nor power to act 
(that I received not being sufficient) but on the contrary 
am a bondman for a considerable sum which I wait the 
receiving Effects to enable me to discharge, which I had 
the promise to receive by the Beaver but as that faild 
by miscarriage of Sugar from Jamaica to England I did 
not goe to N Y on the Beavers arrival as I expected 
having no other business there. I can’t but think very 
strange that Mr Antill should inform you that I would 
discharge Mr Smiths bond & as strange that he has not 
done it as I doubt not you will when I inform you that 
this last spring was 12 month he received a Cargo of 
goods by the Beaver amounting to £74.12/24 Sterling 
consigned him & my selfe the one 4 of which altho’ I 
had my Brothers particular order to make use of towards 
discharging Beekman, yet finding Mr A[ntill] had not 
sufficient to pay Mr Smith £108 then due & a ballance 
of about £82 due to himselfe I consented these should 
be 1st discharged & went with Mr A. to Mr S. who prom- 
ised to do it as soon as he could convert the goods into 
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money & I went with him before I left the Town & sold 
a parcell of Nails of the value of £23.14.6 Stirling which 
as I remember amounted to £50 odd C[urrency] to old 
Mr Grant for 4 months order since that I never could 
obtain from him any account of this affair, only at his 
leaving N York left with Dr Beekman at my request 6 
pieces Calico the remains of those Goods of the value of 
about £7.St. so that I think it behooves him to issue that 
affair without suffering you to be troubled with it, there 
being sufficient for that end & to spare he haveing £67 
odd St. to discharge £108 & the interest less then a year 
besides his own balance if any Debts are outstanding he 
only has power to receive them If he had paid the 
money otherways as I have been inform’d he has he has 
done it in his own wrong, when you see him he may per- 
haps give you Satisfaction.

Since the receipt of your letter relateing to the Sale 
of your lands, I have spent much time, and many 
thoughts about it, as not willing to adventure the Giveing 
my advise in Soe weighty a matter, but as you Seeme soe 
instantly to desier it from me; I must tell you that Con- 
sidering the Circumstances of your Numerous familie, 
your owne, and your wives Comfort, and the future dis- 
posall and Sett[]Jement of your Children I think it not 
onely adviseable, but a wise & necessarie resolution to 
perfect what you have projected. I know it will be for 
our mutuall happiness in all respects &c.

This Sir, I think is the Title which you must Set forth;

Next to the love of God and sensible Enjoyment of 
his favor, Love and Goodwill among men, is not Only 
Our greatest Duty, But in the Endearing and Refreshing 
fruites thereof, the most Comprehensive and Comfort- 
able blessing of humane Society. Behold how Good and 
how pleasant It is for Brothren, for Neighbours for 
fellow creatures to Dwell together in love and unity. As 
I’ve always tho’t it my Duty, so I have Endeavoured to 
maintain a Universal love and Good will to all my fellow 
Creatures, Yet Look upon myself to be under special 
Obligations to some: Among whom I must Reckon those 
whose Intimate friendship and manifold Tokens of Re- 
spect have been very Ingageing, Even like what I have 
heretofore met with from your self and family; The 
Instances of whose kindness have always had a Gratefull 
Impression upon my mind. Cannot therefore but be 
concerned when I hear of your Displeasure, and should 
be much more so if I was sensible that I had Justly 
forfeited your favor But not being Conscious to my self 
of any thing Inconsistent with that Regard which is 
unquestionably your Due, I make myself the more easy. 
Nevertheless am Desireous to Let you know that your 
Resentments Are in my Opinion Groundless, and I per- 
swade myself you would be of my mind if you was 
Rightly Informed which is the Design of these lines.

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I am told that some Passages in a_Sermon If lately 
Preached have been very offensive to your self and 
family. The Offence it seems was taken But not Design- 
edly Given, for whereas it is Supposed that those Pass- 
ages were peculiarly Designed for your family, it is a 
Very Great mistake, And I am Perswaded that what I 
offered has not been fairly Represented. Shall therefore 
Give you the Trouble of that Paragraph of my Sermon 
which Proved So Offensive to those of your family that 
were Present. 

The Discourse was formed upon those words of the 
Psalmist in Psalm: 49. 19, He shall Go to the Generation 
of his fathers They shall never se[e] light. The Doctrine 
which I Insisted upon from the words was This Viz: 
When Impenitent Sinners Come to Dye their Souls shall 
Never more Enjoy any light of Comfort But Be Eternally 
Seperated from all Good and One Principal thing Con- 
sidered under this Doctrine was the Privative misery of 
Impenitent Sinners after Death And Accordingly I En- 
deavoured to Show what light and Comfort Death De- 
prived Impenitent Sinners off. And here One of the 
heads I Offered upon was this Viz: Impenitent Sinners 
when they Dye Are Deprived of all the mercies and 
Comforts which they Enjoyed in this life. And Since I 
suppose that under this head the Offence was Taken I 
shall Give you what I Offered by way of Enlargement 
According to my Notes As followeth: Sinners in the 
Day of Divine Patience Enjoy a Great many Delights 
in this world, which tho Beneath the Satisfaction of a 
Rational Creature yet they who are Drowned In Sen- 
suality take pleasure and Satisfaction in them As the 
Rich fool in the Gospel did. Luk: 12. 19. And I will say 
to my Soul, Soul, thou hast much Goods laid up for 
many years; take thine ease, eat, Drink and be merry. 
These fools are very Brisk and Jolly here; their Outward 
man is not Only upheld But Refreshed and Cheered with 
the Good things they Enjoy, haveing their Portion in 
this life. Luk: 16.25. Many of them live very Deli- 
cately, fare Sumptuously have (as it were) the world at 
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will. Their fine houses, Rich furniture Pleasant and 
fruitfull farms, Their health honor & pleasure Goods laid 
up for many years; And they think all is well. But when 
Death Arrests them And Hustles them Over into Eter- 
nity, They must bid adeu to all these things forever. 
They are then Deprived of the things themselves and of 
all the light and Comfort of them. Then they shall 
have no more Dainty feasts no more Merry frolicks; 
Their Singing Danceing And Carouseing will be at an 
End for ever. In a word, all that Sinners value them 
selves upon in this world, at Death will forsake them 
at Once And for ever. Thus Sir You have what I find 
in my notes. I cant say I did not at all vary In words 
herefrom, tho I am assured but very little if any thing. 
In the Application of the Discourse I am sensible I put 
my hearers in mind of the awful visitations we were 
under By reason of a Scorching Drought And mortal 
Sickness, And Censured the Extravagant merriment of 
Our young people in a time of So Great Calamity; for I 
had been Told more than Once, that the best part of 
Either four Or five nights that week had been Spent 
by many of them in frolicking. A Very unseasonable 
time! When my people Regard not the work of the 
Lord, nor Consider the Operation of his hands, May I 
not take notice of it? Shall I fear man more than my 
Great Lord And master? O my God help me to fulfill 
my ministry and to Speak not as pleaseing men but 
God who Tryeth the heart. 

The Particular words and Phrases used in the appli- 
cation I am not able to Give you, for the Variety of 
business that I am Commonly Thronged withal, Hindred 
my writeing that part of my discourse at Large. But I 
am perswaded that there was nothing in the application 
so plain as what I Offered under the head Already men- 
tioned. And that it was not peculiarly Designed for 
your family I have Already assured you. If your Children 
(for whom I have always had a Great Value) were 
worthy of the Corrections and Reprofs that were then 
offered, I wish they might entertain them as tokens of 
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kindness, and make a Good Improvement of them, for 
I hope that as the Glory of God was my highest End, 
so the Good of my hearers was the next in Subordination 
to it. I perceive it is said, if they had been Guilty of 
a fault I ought to have Reprov’d them privately, But Sir 
there were a Great many if the Information was True, 
that Deserved to be Reproved, and if I Could have Told 
who they were of which I was not particularly Informed 
I think no One Could Reasonably Expect that I should 
go thro’ all quarters of the town to Perform that Branch 
of my duty Besides not only the Reformation of the 
Guilty, But the Prevention of miscarriages in those that 
are not so, is aimed at in Reprofs which makes it Requi- 
site that they should be Publick, when the fault is so. 

But I am almost aweary of writeing and Conclude you 
will be of reading, And therefore shall not Trouble you 
nor my self with many more lines, hopeing that you 
will be so kind as to give me Oppertunity of some per- 
sonal Conversation, which I should have sought Before 
now, by waiting upon you at your house if I could have 
Conveniently left home. 

As it hath always been a pleasure and Satisfaction to 
see you and yours here, So with Concern I have of Late 
Observed how your family have shun’d the house; And 
since it may be said that my wife some time ago, when 
She had Reason to Expect some of your family upon a 
Visit went from home, I shall by this Oppertunity Give 
you the Reasons of it, and so let you know that She was 
sent for Abroad upon Business before She heard any 
thing of their Comeing, which Indeed I would have had 
her put By that she might have waited upon the Com- 
pany, which I Believe She would have Done, if She had 
not been Told that The Principal Business of Some of 
the Company in visiting some houses was to furnish 
themselves with matter for Sport and Pastime, and I 
[illegible] to be made a Subject of Ridicule and Railery.

the purchase of the 2. 7ths belonging to the Heirs of 
Bro: Nelson alledgeing that as the General Court had 
Impowered him to sell their parts, in order to discharge 
debts, &ca he must, & wou’d, dispose of it, Immediatly; 
alledging that as Coz. Molly Nelson was likely Soon to 
be married, it might then be Out of his power, this & 
some other reasons, Oblidged me to agree with him for 
their parts; least a stranger might purchase, & give 
Uneasiness, in the Sale of the whole; and as I have since 
been Credibly informed that wou’d have been the Verry 
Case, had I not struck when I did 

I have (I think) now agreed with all the persons con- 
cerned, and as you have justly observed £12,000 being 
the highest, that ever was offered, hope it will be to your 
acceptance, & likeing, of all; Expecially since it has been 
offered to Bro. Paschall, and often to Coz. Henry, «& re- 
jected by both; No other of the Family ever had any 
thoughts about it, that I ever heard off. as soon as your 
Conveyance is made from your family to me shall pay 
them their parts, and the Sooner the better. 

as to what you mention about your disposing of Queens

I hope you will excuse the trouble of this as I conceive 
am much over rated in the last County rate & that pay- 
able Octo. Ist each of them being near one quarter of 
New Town, Jamaca or Flushing, which appears so vastly 
out of proportion that I am satisfied If I should exchange 
all I am worth in the world both of real & personal Estate 
for one tenth part of the real & personal Estates of either 
of them I should make a very advantagious Exchange. 
I think it can be no difficult matter to State my propor- 
tions pretty near. If you value me at Ten Thousand 
pounds, which is the utmost can be pretended and I 
know no reason for that but my offering to sell for that 
sum, which yet I never could find any come up to by 
great odds, and there’s a great difference between asking 
& getting. be that as it will, I do assure you, if I could 
make good that sum I would willingly for all I can pre- 
tend to both real & personal Estate even to a shoe latchet 
& give a valuable consideration into the bargain. 

I have taken some pains to inform my Selfe of the 
rates paid by several Estates in the County & find their 
proportions very near alike, two of them I shall mention 
as well known & are both togather superior in value to 
any thing I can pretend to & so allowed, one of them 
paid in the last County rate short of Hight shillings, the 
other a little above Eight shillings, which is not halfe 
you laid on me, which is £1.15.9. The Rate payable in 
October next is £15.2.11 with the allowance for Treasurer

I received yours of 20th July the day before yesterday 
& observe you have agreed for Long Island all but the 
part belonging to my Children. My Sons John, Joseph 
& Nath. & Daughter Eliza. being at home I showed them 
your letter they all refer to your ordering their part with 
their Brother Henry the others no doubt will do the 
same. I do not care to concern my selfe in that affair: 

You say you tender’d it to Henry which he refused & 
I dont know how he could do otherwise not being in Cir- 
cumstances for it. On Mr De Lancys expressing a de- 
sire to purchase here & before I received your letter with 
the tender of the 2/7 I wrote Henry to let me know the 
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price as I had a desire to have the Island if at a price 
suitable to which he gave me no answer. Soon after I 
received yours on which apprehending the sale was so 
forward that I could not bring my matters here to bear 
in time if at all, I thought it not just to put any Stop in 
my favour lest it might disappoint the Sale which occa- 
sioned my refuseing the 2/7 unless I could have the whole 
& which I have heard you have represented as my refuse- 
ing both the 2/7 & the whole. 

As to your observations with respect to selling this 
place, for £10,000 I think might be best for the whole 
family all things considered, but you are under a mistake 
as to the offer of that Sum. The right of the Case is this 
Mr De Lancey wrote me the last of March (which did 
not come to hand till some time in May) that he heard 
I intended to sell if so to informe the terms in order to 
treat about it. I wrote him that I had purposed to sell 
for some time If I could sell the whole at £10000 the 
lowest, since which I have had nothing from him. My 
Daughter Betsie Saw Dr Muirson some time after at 
Brookhaven he told her Mr De Lancey had proposed 
the offer of £8000 which he did think fit to make as 
esteeming it no offer at all. about that time I received 
your first letter & thinking Long Island gone which being 
confirmed by my Son Henry, I wrote Mr De Lancey 
that I had missed a purchase I had long waited an 
opportunity for, togather with the present scituation 
of Affairs in Boston I was obliged to suspend my selling 
here at least for the present. And indeed the sinking 
of your Currancy so fast with the great Expence your 
Government is at brought me to a stand, togather with 
Admiral Warren’s setting the sum of £8000 to my son 
Henry Seems to be an agreed price between them; what 
their final purpose might be I can’t tell, but am so far 
resolved as not to sell even for twenty shillings short of 
£10000 & I am here Censured for setting it so low as 
that, yet after all perhaps if Mr De Lancey should view 
the place he might not come up to it & I don’t desire 
they should purchase without viewing either by them- 
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selves or some person they can confide in, that no after 
reflections may lye on me Tho I Suppose, they have 
already been pretty well informd 

My Son Henry’s Scheeme for purchaseing dont square 
with me but If I keep it I shall not use the Timber but 
as occasion serves as I have no present need its now 
very valuable & daily increasing & a sure supply in any 
immergency 

In a Post Script of a letter from Henry Dated Aug 16 
he writes thus My Brother James tells me Mr Temple 
says you may have the Island yet. If this be so on its 
confirmation, I shall endeavour to bring the matter to 
an Issue one way or other soon. You may perhaps know 
the Admirals thoughts, if you think fit to discourse him 
thereon as from the Estate Since you know my mind 
which you may mention to him as you think fit both as 
to price & Timber

In answer to yours of the Ist present, I am Verry much

me on this Occasion from any thing that Ever was wrote 
or said to me on this head; 

Had you at Any time, since that Place has been Adver- 
tized for Sale (which is now above 3 years) been pleased 
to Signifie that you wou’d purchase, you wou’d never 
have found me Interferring, and all the Interest I cou’d 
make shou’d have been in your favour. 

If you please to look back on my letter to you of the 
31st May last you will find, that my chief View then, 
was to have that Part belonging to your family put into 
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a proper Method of Conveying it, in Company with us, 
there being then an offer of £12,000 for the Whole, in 
Case all Parties agreed it; Nor had I at that time, the 
least thought, or Inclynation to Purchase the Whole, or 
any part of that Island. On the Contrary, it is Very Well 
known, that I Agreed, my Wife, & I Wou’d Joyn in the 
Sale, If Bro: Hubbard, And you approved of it; Nor had 
I any thought that you was prepared for, or desirous of

I have before me yours of 21st Sept. I am not Sensible 
of any misrepresentations relating to Long Island. My 
Son Henry did say you had bought before you received 
my Answer to your Proposal of buying the 2/7, and 
you say the same. He also told me that James said you 
had proposed my having the Island yet, which occasiond 
my writing you on its confirmation. I should endeavour 
to bring the affair of this Place to an Issue one way or 
other, had it not been for that I had never mention’d it 
more. That I had a view to purchase in case I sold here 
if I might is true, but resolved not to make any offers 
till I was sure of Selling here, which did not happen in 
Time altho’ some Time before I received your first Letter, 
I had wrote Henry to inform me the Price to which he 
gave me no answer. it was on missing that together 
with the present Difficulties your Province is under, made 
me decline proceeding here for the present. I suppose 
by what you write may soon have something further 
from Mr De Lancey in behalf of Admiral Warren—What 
to say with relation to my Children conveying as they 
are all but Joseph and Betsy absent, and at considerable 
Distances I don’t know. by their last Determination they 
intended to act with their Brother Henry. When they 
wer under age, Several of them, I had put things in as 
good a Posture for conveying the Island as I could, but 
in Regard they are now of age (except James for whom 
I may still act if needfull) they must act for themselves. 
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It’s now above a twelve month since I desir’d Henry to 
return the Paper I had, as I thought lodged in his Hands,

Since my last to you I received a Letter from our 
Brother Nelson, wherein he Complains greatly of his 
Want of Health &ca and that he is quite tired of the 
manner of Fateagueing, his present way of life, Neces- 
sarily Ingages him; I have acquainted him of my pro- 
ceedings about Long island & pressed him to accept of 
the Purchase I have made; & that he may come & live 
among us; and I am not without some hopes of Succeed- 
ing; in the Mean time I shall deliver Coz. Henry the 
Conveyance from your Children to you; to save you the 
trouble of a reconveyance as you Mention; And then 
may Act as they see proper about Conveying, or not 
Conveying, Just as you & they please. Brother Hub- 
bards family has already convey’d to me and yours may 
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doe the like, If they please; and shall Immediatly pay 
them in the same Manner, «& proportion as I doe his. 

I have told Coz. Henry that my purchasing shou’d 
give him no manner of uneasiness, for that I did not 
think of Either removing him, nor adding to his rent, 
only Expected he wou’d keep the mony allways as good 
as when he first took the Island. he seemed to be well 
pleased with the thing, & promised me his answer in a 
few days. this is a Considerable time since, & I hope he 
is well contented else shou’d have heard from him er’e 
this. 

Admiral Warren has been sailed from this for London 
about 18 days with a View to return Early in Spring, on 
the Expedition; I asked him a few nights before he 
sayled, whither he had finished with Mr Lloyd, he an- 
swered me he had not heard any thing about it.

I could not get any Malt for you to go either by the 
Brigg or by Squier, but possibly may this Spring if the 
close Winter has not expended all the Barley. 

I suppose Mr Temple wrote you his reasons for not 
delivering the Papers, how he will act when he receives 
your answer I cant tell. If I have not sent our Convey- 
ance to you of 1/7 of Long Island, dated 9th May 1743 
I can’t conceive where it is. I sent the following Papers 
per Squier with your Watch viz your Bond to John Steel, 
Power to me, Release & Sister Betsies Deed, besides what 
I sent per Mr Phillips. Have look’t over my Papers and 
can find nothing of it. should be Glad my Brothers John 
& Nathaniel would execute the Deed to Capt Temple. 
I think it time to have that affair setled if ever. 

Marketts here at present are, Wheat 37/6. Corn 24/. 
Rye 32/. fresh Pork 3/ & Beef 2/ per lb. I sold 9 Oxen 
about 800 weight each to be deliver’d next week at that 
price round. 

We have so great assurances of being reimburs’d our 
Expence for the taking Cape Britton, that the General

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Court have come into a Resolve if Connecticut & New 
Hampshire concur, to order the money here in forreign 
Coin, & Borrow in England as much more as will be 
equal to all the Bills of Credit extant (which we suppose 
to be about £30,000 Sterling for this Province more then 
the money for the Expedition amounts to) and sink the 
whole Paper Currancy at once. the House were pretty 
unanimous in the Vote.

& that he be directed to lodge it in the Bank of England 
for the use of the Province. If our scheme of sinking 
our Paper takes place, we shall then have a Silver & 
Gold Currancy of £200,000 Sterling & tho it is not like to

I enclose a Printed Discourse of mine, just come out 
of the Press,! which I hope you’! read with Candour, and 
excuse both the Redundancies & the Deficiencies you may 
observe in it. I shall be glad to hear your impartial 
thoughts on the Subject &c. In the mean Time with 
earnest Wishes for your Health & Happiness, and with

The first Vessell that sails from hence after my affairs 
are Closed (which hope will not Exceed Six Weeks) I

returns there again as soon as he conveniently can to 
redeem the time he has lost (to all intents if he does not 
return again) tis with great concern I hear that your 
disorders still continue. pray God they may soon be 
removed, your health restored & you long continued a 
blessing to your Family I am with mine & my Wifes

This morning about 10, we had the pleasure of seeing 
Brother William, whose Conduct, while in the West 
Indies, is highly applauded by every one, particularly by 
Mr Apthorp, who is vastly engaged in his favor and says 
he will do his utmost to serve him, and that he can not 
fail doing well. a more particular account of his affairs 
you'll doubtless have from himself. 

Two vessels arrived here from London this week they 
neither of them bring any Letters from Brother James. 
one of the masters saw him 3 days before he sail’d, at 
which time he was well, had not had the small pox, 
intended to tarry in England till a fiew of the last 
months, which he intended to spend at Parris. 

When I left home I had tho’ts of returning with

I heartily wish him 
lasting success & shall gladly contribute to it when in 
my power. Your Brother the Doctor is so very dili- 
gent, that we can’t see him as often as we choose. I can 
venture to assure you he is spending both his money and 
time very well, and would realy advise you to contrive 
that he may not return till about two years hence which 
I’m informed will quite complete him.

Sir 

I received your Favor of 28th May per Brother Nat 
& last post wrote you largely with regard to him & he 
having wrote by Conkling now I need not enlarge. Tho 
the turn of affairs here are at present somewhat dcescour- 
ageing yet we are not without hopes it will end to our 
advantage it certainly abates our extravagance & begins 
to promote industry those Gentlemen who have money 
in England draw. money is daily imported its said in 
greater quantitys then is shipt off. our Entry of Vessells 
rather increasd & besides the above the great supply of 
Bills from Nova Scotia & Trade there enables us to 
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carry on the European Trade with more ease then has 
been known for many years back. our Fishery of all 
kinds is much encreas’d & brings in a good deal of Spece. 
on the other Hand, Labourers Artificers & materials for 
Building are so high no body care to employ the one or 
buy the other but on necessity. our paper not being all 
in what is left is the only currency almost amongst (& 
will remain so till sunk) nobody careing to part with 
silver while the paper is Sterling ocasions money being 
scarce & great complaining the Currencys of the 
other N: E: Governments remaining in their old fluctu- 
ateing state in a great measure stops Trade with them, 
but tis thot an act of Parliament we are in daily expecta- 
tion of receiving will remedy that & at least give us an 
equal if not better chance then our neighbours for their 
Trade as we generally give more for their produce then 
they do. every speaks well of Both Brothers William & 
James and doubt not their doing well. as to Brother 
Nats going to Jamaica (if nothing better had offer’d) 
believe it would not have answered so well as Mr Temple 
who is a young Gentleman of capacity «& intergrity & 
would be like to carry a great share of business perhaps 
greater then my Brother whereas Nats & Billys a both 
one Intrest & a double charge.

which in some Measure has depriv’d us of any foreign 
Communication; there was however a ship arrived a few 
days since in Six Weeks from London; The news of 
the Prince of Orange’s Death is Confirmed; his Eldest 
Son succeeds to the office of Statholder, & the Princess 
Dowager is made Governante during his Minority; some 
private Letters say That the Commissaries at Paris have 
at last agreed upon a Settlement of Boundaries in North 
America, by which the English are Established in all 
their Claims & Demands in full Extent, according to 
ancient Treaties, & former Boundaries: some of the 
Letters say That in Lieu of this England gives up to 
France, all Pretensions to the neutral Islands, and like- 
wise Settlement at Anamaboe; [others] mention nothing 
of the Neutral Islands, & say that Anamaboe only is 
given up to the French; which of these account is most 
to be relyed on, I can’t say, tho’ the first seems most 
probable considering the Humour and Situation of the 
Two Courts; tho’ the Latter may perhaps be thought 
sufficient for England to give for what was before their 
own; especially Considering that admitting the French 
into the Affrican Trade is a point of no small Impor- 
tance; and before this they had no Settlement upon the 
Coast of Guinea; and as the French have been for some 
time pushing for the Trade, its to be fear’d that it will 
not be long e’re they engross the whole. We have advice 
of the Death of Mr Th[om]as Palmer of this Town, the 
28th of November last at Edenburg; and of Doctor 
Doddridge in October at Lisbon, where he had gone some 
time before for his Health by Advice of his Physicians; 
a great Loss this, to the World. 
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I have enclosed you a Letter from London, which came 
by this Ship, and one to Mr Nathaniel which came some 
time before: 

I had so good success in the Business I undertooke 
upon my last Tour to Connecticut, that it has opened 
me a prospect of Business of the same kind, which per- 
haps may be of Considerable profit; but however this 
may prove, it is Certain that I am with utmost sincerity 
& Regard Sir
